With a roar which shook lha entire 


i .twt-tness fllstrlct ot tho town, gas con- 
''dined In. tho conduits of the Bell Tele- 


phono Company on Brimstone Corner, 
•exi'loded early last evening. 
Tho lit- 


tle damage wrought tiy the accident 
aii'l'that no one was seriously injured, 
is remarkable. 
Had the explosion oc- 


cui red halt an hour later, when Brim- 
stone Corner svoulcl have Tjeen crowd- 
ed, there is no question but that many 
persons would have been, seriously, IE 
no', fatally injured. 


] t was shortly before 7 o'clock when 


some one dropped u lighted mutch In- 
to the manhole oC thu conduit on the 
south, side of Main street. There was 
a i oar and a (lash, as the confined g'as 
let loose. 1'he cover oH the maubole 
•wo s blown off and a Hash of flame 
Jerpecl into the air. The small crowd 
gathered on the corner made a break 
for safety and most oC them started 
down Pittsburg street. They had not 
taken a half dozen steps "before a 
louder report was succeeded by a 
sh:et oE flame 
which 
blazed 
forth 


from the manhole o£ the conduit op- 
posite the office entrance ot the Title 
& Trust Company. 


The cover was hurled high in the 


air while tho flash of lire seemed to on- 
vctop tho entire neighborhood. Be- 
fore the echos o£ tho second explos- 
ion had died'away there was a. crai-h 
ot falling glass and tho big windows 
cf the Title «St Trust Company and Mc- 
Cl'iren'b clothing btoro were wrecked 
bj tho concussion. 
Jt literaly rained 


Kl;iss for a few seconds but-no otic 
happened to be in its path. 


Almost a panic reigned on the cor- 


nc r. The bystand"i's made a hurried 
rush for safety and those; who had 
started down Ptttsburg street turned 
buck and ran up Main until it was evi- 
dent tho danger was over. 


Two men were slightly burned. They 


•wore George Wilson and a man named 
Splker. They wero standing near the 
ttl'per manhole when the gas let go. 
A sheet of flame enveloped them, but 
as-lcle from slight burns about tho less 
they were not hurt. 
One man was 


. struck on tho head by a largo piece- 


of glass but was not hurl, a stiff hat 
piotectiug his head from injury. 
The 


glass foil square, otherwise It would 
hi'.ve cut through the headgear and 
inflicted a serious wound. 


Just how it all happened no one

Chiof of Police Rott- 


lec and Ollicer John A. Lowe were 
standing ou the corner at the time.

Tuo cover of (he second nian- 
hulo was blown several leet Into the 
a'l' and landed with a crash. The "big 
p itte glass v/iiiciows seemed to be 
11 'ted from their places by tho force 
oi tho concussion.

for blocks.

c dental Ijcnitiou of natural gan which 
escaped through the Ussnve of a bmk- 
ca main beside tin; new SJecond Ka- 
t onal Bank building.

Some nights ago tho gas 
became Ignited and was burning the 
planking about the new building when 
discovered by Burgess Solsson and, 
with tho aid of Oitlccr McDonald, was 
extinguished. 


Burgess SolsKon stated this morn- 


Ing that ho hail reported, tho matter 
to the officials of the gas company. Su- 
perintendent J. G. KhrentleUl of 
the 


Payette County Gua Company stated 
that when tho old structure on the 
site of tho new building was vacated, 
the service main was cut off and tap* 
ped. 
When seen by Tho Courier he 


would not express any opinion con- 
cerning the accident but slnco then 
the break in tho main was discovered, 


ft is said that during the past few 


weeks the gas has boim ignited several 
times. 
H has been a practice. It iu 


said, Vor some of the nighl owls to 
amuse themselves by touching off the 
flame, but never in the conduit.
